WASHINGTON W — Some Re­ 
publicans said today a new gain 
in employment (if he trend con­ 
tinues) promises to undermine a 
potential Democratic issue in the 
1956 presidential campaign. 
But some Democrats insisted 
an April figure of 61,685,000 per­ 
sons working on civilian jobs is 
“ misleading,” arguing there is 
critical unemployment in many 
areas of the country. A joint re­ 
port yesterday by the Labor and 
Commerce Departments 
a l s o 
said unemployment dropped by 
200,000 to about 2.962,000. 
Sen 
Ives (R-NY) said the re­ 
port that employment rose by a 
record 1,208,000 from early March 
to early April “ entirely justifies 
the predictions the administration 
stuck to last year when Demo­ 
crats were crying depression.” 
Sen. Kuchel (R-Calif) said that 
if the trend continues "it certainly 
will destroy a Democratic cam-

Ives and Kuchel agreed that 
Republicans can be expected to

“ If this economic situation holds

Housing Deals 


CLEVELAND (fu-A savings and 
loan official, a builder, and three 
salesmen for the builder were in­ 
dicted by a federal grand jury 
yesterday on charges of falsifying 
papers used in obtaining Federal 
Housing Administration loans. 
They were accused of applying 
for FHA loans for improving ex­ 
isting property, then 
using 
the 
money for new construction. 
Those indicted were Lester D. 
Weiler, 35, Cleveland Heights, as­ 
sistant secretary of the Security 
Federal Savings & 
Loan Assn.; 
David H Bremson, 31. Cleveland 
builder, Harold Fine, 24, of Cleve­ 
land Heights; William F. Shaw, 
Miami, Fla., and Carl E. Roseel, 
38, Burbank. Ohio. 
In one indictment. Weiler, Brem­ 
son and Shaw, are accused of con­ 
spiring to arrange a $4,990 loan 
for Matthew and Ann Hordak of 
Massillon. They allegedly said in 
the application the money would 
be used to build an addition to a 
house, but instead used it to start 
building a new’ house which wras 
never finished, and was left with 
mechanics’ liens for the Hordaks 
to pay.

At least 40 marchers were ar­ 
rested. One policeman was in­ 
jured in the scuffle with the 
crowd, which shouted prochurch 
slogans. 
The march was staged after an 
evening mass in Metropolitan Ca­ 
thedrals attended by an overflow 
crowd that blocked traffic in the 
square. Worshippers, 
unable 
to 
get into the cathedral, listened to 
the service through loud speakers. 
The 
huge 
assembly 
shouted 
“Our lives for Jesus” and “ Argen­ 
tina is Catholic.” They sang the 
national anthem and hymns. After 
the 
service, 
the 
march 
began 
down fashionable Florida Street. 
After they had gone 12 blocks, a 
cordon of police attempted to stop 
the march and fights broke out. 
The mounted officers then broke it 
up.

THE DEMONSTRATION came 
as the Argentine Congress studied 
measures 
aimed 
at 
separating 
church and state. Roman Catho­ 
licism now is the official state re­ 
ligion. 
Peron has been waging a run­ 
ning tattle with the church since 
November when he accused some 
members of the clergy of attem pt­ 
ing to undermine his regime. The 
church denied the charge. Twenty- 
eight priests have been arrested 
since the fight began. 
In addition to seeking an end to 
the state religion, 
Peron’s 
sup­ 
porters have introduced a bill in 
the Senate to outlaw Roman Cath­ 
olic religious teaching in

schools. This measure is expect­ 
ed to clear both houses quickly 
and be signed into law by Peron. 


Roosevelt Dimes Still Minted 


WASHINGTON GP—Some Repub­ 
licans get fairly annoyed when they 
see a brand new Roosevelt dime. 
They simply can’t understand 
why a Republican administration 
continues to make a coin* with a 
famous Democrat’s picture on it, 
President Eisenhower has received 
a lot of letters from these people. 
But the man who answers this 
mail is William H. Brett, a 61- 
year-old former 
Alliance, 
Ohio, 
businessman, a lifelong Republi­ 
can, and, since last July, director 
of the Mint. 
“I simply tell them, in as un­ 
prejudiced way as I can, that these 
Roosevelt dimes, by law, must be 
made until 1971,” Brett told an in­ 
terviewer in his office. 
In other words, as he explained 
it, the design on any coin may not 
be changed for 25 years. 
The 
Roosevelt dime was first coined in 
1946. 
Incidentally, when a design is 
changed, it is done so at the direc­ 


tion of the director of the Mint. At 
present, only the Lincoln penny, 
coined in 1909, could be stopped 
and replaced with one bearing an­ 
other engraving. 
“ And I assure you,” said Brett, 
“ I won’t do that.” 
Brett came to Washington from 
the Ohio city where he was vice 
president and director of Alliance 
Ware. 
But his nome town—like that of 
his boss, Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey is Cleveland. 
His father, also named William 
Howard Brett, was head of the 
Cleveland 
public libraries 
from 
1883 to 1918. 
He has been in the metal stamp­ 
ing business nearly all of his life, 
but has found, he says, a con­ 
siderable difference, in administer­ 
ing a gigantic coin making opera­ 
tion and stamping out plumbing 
fixtures. 
Under Brett’s supervision, the 
coin manufacturing operations in

“There are a lot 
of cereal companies there, and 
people are always sending them 
box tops, with quarters.” 
Some other incidental informa­ 
tion Brett has learned about coins: 
Buffalo nickels don’t stand up as 
well as Jefferson nickels (it’s the 
difference in design); half dollars 
last the longest of the coins, while 
dimes wrear out the quickest; most 
coins have a life of about 30 years 
(paper money won’t be usable aft­ 
er a year, but Brett has nothing 
to do with greenbacks) 
Another part of Brett’s job is 
administering the handling of all 
that gold buried at Fort Knox, Ky. 
and the silver stored at West Point, 
N. Y.

U. S. Surgeon General 
Soys Report To Detail 
Safeness Of Salk Shots 


WASHINGTON G4P—The govern­ 
ment today urged that all polio 
vaccination programs 
be 
halted 
until it can report tomorrow on 
whether present supplies of the 
Saik vaccine are safe. 
Surgeon General Leonard 
A 
Scheele 
made 
this 
announce­ 
ment early today, several hours 
after a six-man medical panel 
completed a two-day 
study of 
the way in which the serum is 
manufactured and tested. 
Scheele gave no hint of what the 
panel had reported. He indicated, 
though, that other “information” 
also would be considered before 
the Public Health Service gives an 
official opinion tomorrow. 
Only yesterday. Scheele had rec­ 
ommended vaccination programs 
be continued. He said then that 
vaccine already cleared by the 
Health Service was safe. 
The medical panel met at the 
National Insitutes of Health, Beth- 
esda, Md., 
after 
a 
number 
of 
states reported post-inoculation po­ 
lio cases. 
One 
member of the 
group was Dr. Jonas Salk of Pitts­ 
burgh, developer of the vaccine. 
* 
* 
* 
THE HEALTH Service said it 
would evaluate the panel’s recom­ 
mendations and other information, 
then announce its finding. It add­ 
ed: 
“Pending the Sunday announce­ 
ment, the surgeon general recom­ 
mended that states and municipal­ 
ities postpone 
their 
vaccination 
program s.” 
Scheele had announced yester­ 
day that the government wras hold­ 
ing up clearance of new batches 
of the vaccine until it could be 
certain that “every 
conceivable 
safeguard” was being used. 
Scheele stressed there 
is “ no 
cause for alarm ” 1 
the temporary 
holdup of inspections—a step that 
prevents new batches of the vac­ 
cine from being stiipped by manu­ 
facturers. Others emphasized that 
no vaccine has been rejected as 
unsafe. 
Nonetheless various 
authorities 
bombarded the Public Health Ser­ 
vice with questions. Some wanted 
to know if the halt in inspections 
meant that approval of the vac­ 
cination program had been cancel­ 
ed, although Scheele emphasized 
from the start that it did not.

DR. SALK said 
some 
people 
seem to have 
“considerably en­ 
larged” on the meaning of Schee- 
le’s comments. 
Salk said the recent embargo on 
shipments of one manufacturer’s 
vaccine (made by Cutter Labora­ 
tories in Berkeley, Calif.) made it 
necessary to study all aspects of 
the situation “ with the same care 
and precision as was followed in 
the large-scale tests of the vaccine 
last year.” 
The Cutter vaccine 
was 
with­ 
drawn from use as a precaution­ 
ary measure after some children 
developed polio or similar symp­ 
toms following vaccination with it. 
Up to yesterday, 41 cases of par­ 
alytic and three of nonparalytie 
polio w-ere leported among the es­ 
timated five or six million chil­ 
dren who have had “ 'hots.” Near­ 
ly all the victims had received the 
Cutter vaccine. 
Public Health officials said ex­ 
tensive tests have failed to date to 
turn up any “live” virus in the 
Cutter vaccine. They 
said, how­ 
ever, much further testing will be 
necessary to determine whether it 
has had any harmful effect.

This 1 2 -man bi-partisan co mmissio n, 
headed by f o r m e r President Herbert 
Ho o v er, has handed Co ng ress a lo ng list 
o f reco mmendatio ns fo r mo re efficient 
randling o f g o v ernment supplies. 
It said these supplies hav e no w reached 
an “ eno rmo us po o l” v alued at 155 billjo n 
do llars and are scattered thro ug ho ut the 
wo rld 


Needless to say , in dealing with quanti­ 
ties o f such size, the efficiency o f a well 
manag ed small to wn g ro cery sto re can­ 
no t he applied. But the Ho o v er Co mmis­ 
sio n has po inted o ut waste which is spec­ 
tacular ev en fo r the g o v ernment o f the 
United States. 
Acco rding to press repo rts, the co mmis­ 
sio n feels the big g est pro blem is to pre­ 


v ent the piling up o f ex cessiv e surpluses 
in the first place. 
Co nfusio n in selling hug e surplus sup­ 
plies has beco me so acute, the repo rt re­ 
called, that the Air Fo rce o nce o ffered 
sterling silv er fo r sale as brass. 
A task fo rce study headed by Gen. Ro b­ 
ert R Wo o d, fo rmer chairman o f the 
b 
d o f Sears, Ro ebuck and Co mpany , 
fcund in o ne spo t check at Raritan, J. J., 
that o n 10 items the Army had an av erag e 
3 2 .6 v ears supply o n hand. At Mechanics- 
U o . Penn., the Nav y had eno ug h g ear 
driv es to supply the needs fo r 12 8 y ears at 
the current rate o f issue. 
Inv ento ry reco rds were fo und wo efully 
deficient. A check o n sev en Air Fo rce 
items at Warner Ro bbins, Ga., sho wed 
sto cks o n hand ex ceeded autho rized lev els 
b\ $1 ,2 4 3 ,4 92 . 
The Army Sig nal Co rps had an autho r- 
i .ed sto ck lev el o f 1 .4 2 6 ,0 0 0 dry cell flash­ 
lig ht batteries — an 8^ y ears supply — 
altho ug h the batteries wo uld hav e a sho rt 
life span o n shelv es. The co mmissio n no t­ 
ed that the co rps did no t actually hav e this 
many batteries o n hand, but it cited the 
sto ck lev el as an ex ample o f padded and 
“ unrealistic” g o als. 
The co mmissio n fo und little interchang e 
o f 
surplus 
g o o ds 
amo ng 
g o v ernment 
ag encies. In fact, it said, o ne ag ency o ften 
pa^ s co mmercial prices fo r an i t e m 
which ano ther ag ency is selling as sur­ 
plus at a sev ere lo ss. 
The co mmissio n urg ed much mo re ex ­ 
tensiv e use o f surplus supplies in the Unit­ 
ed States fo reig n aid pro g ram. It sail 
tax pay ers pay fo r new pro ducts 
\o send 
abro ad while so me g o v ernment ag encies 
already hav e a surplus o f the same pro ­ 
ducts o n hand. 
Tax pay ers just o v er the distressing jo b 
o f settling up their inco me tax acco unts 
with the 
g o v ernment treasury can o nly 
ho pe that the Ho o v er Co mmissio n reco m­ 
mendatio ns will o pen 
so me ey es and 
achiev e so me results. 


Surplus for Britain; De bt for U. S, 


While the British show a su r­ 
plu s for this fiscal year and ex­ 
pect a su rplu s for the next fiscal 
year, the Urrited States contin­ 
u es to b e in deb t and the deb t in­ 
creases 
It 
is 
now 
hovering 
arou nd $280,000,000,000 andd that 
does not inclu de the gu arantees 
and commitments of $244,000,000- 
OOo to which the Hoover Commis­ 
sio n calls attention. 
Senator Harry F Rvrd m akf- 
the point: 
‘ The mere task of keeping u p 
interest payments on this deb t 
accou nts for 10 cents ou t of every 
tax dollar you and I pay. We 
mu .-t spend more than $6,000,000- 
000 a year ju st on interest alone! 
H'is sam e money, if we cou ld u se 
t 
for 
constru ctive 
pu rposes. 
Mild b u ild u s half a million fine 
homes or b u y u s 3.000,000 new 
au tomob iles ” 
If we did not b u y new homes 
or new au tomob iles, if we saved 
some of the money that we cou ld 
earn each 
year, 
each 
family 
wou ld have more secu rity, ju st as 
ou r foreb ears erected their secu r­ 
ity u pon their own lab or and 
ingenu ity The error of ou r times 
is that we are b eing trained to b e­ 
lieve that secu rity comes from 
government as a b enefit and a 
favor This has never b een tru e 
over any long period of time. 
Secu rity is b est when it is b ased 
on private savings and private 
possessions 
The Northeast F arm Fou nda­ 
tion of Ithaca, New York, calls 
attention to the fact that while 
the average capital investment 


for each worker on each farm in 
1940 was $3,500, in 1955, the in­ 
vestment L $14,000. It defines its 
figu res as follows: 
“ . . . b esides this capital invest 
ed directly in produ ctive items 
su ch as land, b u ildings, livestock, 
etc., farm ers also have invested 
ab ou t $5,000 per worker addition­ 
al. this b eing in dwellings, goods 
au tos, savings, etc. P art of this 
increase in capital invested rep­ 
resents increase in prices. . .” 
These figu res apply to all farms 
in the United States; if only fu ll 
time commercial farm s are con­ 
sidered. the figu re wou ld b e “ at 
least $20,000.” 
I want to qu ote one more para­ 
graph from the same sou rce: 
“ The valu e of machinery and 
equ ipment alone, b ack of each 
farm worker, is now nearly $ 1,- 
900. In 1940 it was little more 
than $200. This is taking the aver­ 
age of all farm s in the U. S., 
b ig and little. On the commercial 
farm s that produ ce most of the 
nation's food and fib er, the fig­ 
u re is mu ch b igger This am az­ 
ing progress in mechanization has 
enab led f a r m e r s to tu rn ou t 
more produ cts than in prewar 
days, with one-fou rth fewer work­ 
ers.” 
What the article in qu estion 
does not say is that the high 
prices in farm equ ipment, etc., 
are du e to the depreciation in 
the pu rchasing power of the dol­ 
lar and the national deb t is a 
large factor in that. Prices go u p 
when the valu e of money goes 
down. Unless the deb t is redu c­ 
ed and the cost of the operations 
of government is redu ced, the

pu rchasing power of the dollar 
cannot b e raised. Senator Bvrd 
makes this 
point 
dramatically 
b y saying that if “ you had pu t 
$1,000 away in a safe-deposit b ox 
in 1940. they are today worth

Of cou rse 
it is a b it danger 
ou s to pu t money in a safe-de 
posit b ox b ecau se one day Sena 
tor Byrd’s fellow Virginian. T 
Coleman Andrews, who collect 4 
ou r taxes, might want to know 
why the money was in the b ox 
and not 
in 
circu lation, 
which 
might b e hard to explain. Bu t 
what Senator Byrd says is tru e 
ab ou t 
savings of all kinds, with 
exception of su ch investments as 
stocks which rise in sales price 
The b enefits in an inflationary 
period u su ally go to the cou rage 
ou s gam b ler and specu lator, not 
the thrifty saver. Bu t it is he 
thrifty saver who made America 
rich and powerfu l and who pro 
vided real secu rity for his widow 
ami their children. 
It is good sometimes to talk 
ab ou t money b ecau se it is so 
important 
in 
ou r 
lives. 
This 
cou ntry was b u i l t and made 
strong Dy a system of each in­ 
dividu al keeping his earnings and 
doing with them as he chose 
Nowadays, the government takes 
a large share of ou r earnings for 
necessary and u nnecessary acti 
vities. 
Herb ert 
Hoover's Com­ 
mission is estab lishing the record 
of how mu ch of govenment acti­ 
vity and expenditu re is u nneces­ 
sary and how mu ch can b e saved 
Unless the national deb t is re­ 
du ced, the valu e of the American 
dollar cannot b e stab ilized.

AFL President George

This plu nge into politics will b e

AFL is concerned. In the past, the 
AFL has remained pretty mu ch 
on the political sidelines except to 
endor-e this or that candidate for 
pu b lic office, althou gh the CIO has 
b een active politically 
Meany b elieves now lab or mu st 
move onto the political front in 
force for self-protection.

“ We are b eing compelled b y the 
force of events to take defensive 
action tu make su re that we are 
not hampered and restricted at the

tab le.

I —b u t on the state level 
“ The Talt-Hartley law 
and re­

Meany referred to the spread of 
so-called “ right to work" laws and 
laws which cu rb the u se of u nion 
fu nds for political pu rposes. 
The Taft-Hartley law forb ids the 
u se of u nion fu nds for political pu r­ 
p o s es and it also b ans the closed 
shop, in which only u nion mem­ 
b ers may b e hired. The law per­ 
mits, u nder certain conditions, the

Soys Report To Detail 
Safeness Of Salk Shots

ment today urged that all polio 
vaccination programs 
be 
halted 
until it can report tomorrow on 
whether present supplies of the 
Salk vaccine are safe. 
Surgeon General Leonard 
A 
Scheeie 
made

announce­ 
ment early today, several hours 
after a six-man medical panel 
completed a two-day 
study of 
the way in which the serum is 
manufactured and tested. 
Scheeie gave no hint of what the 
panel had reported. He indicated, 
though, that other “ information” 
also would be considered before 
the Public Health Service gives an 
official opinion tomorrow. 
Only yesterday, Scheeie had rec­ 
ommended vaccination programs 
be continuea. He said then that 
vaccine already cleared by the 
Health Service was safe. 
The medical panel met at the 
National Insitutes of Health, Beth- 
esda, Md., 
after 
a 
number 
of 
states reported post-inoculation po­ 
lio cases. 
One 
member 
of the 
group was Dr. Jonas Salk of Pitts­ 
burgh, developer of the vaccine. 


THE HEALTH Service said it 
would evaluate the panel’s recom­ 
mendations and other information, 
then announce its finding. It add­ 
ed: 
“ Pending the Sunday announce­ 
ment, the surgeon general recom­ 
mended that states and municipal­ 
ities postpone 
their 
vaccination 
programs.” 
Scheeie had announced yester­ 
day that the government was hold­ 
ing up clearance of new batches 
of the vaccine until it could be 
certain that “ every 
conceivable 
safeguard” was being used. 
Scheeie stressed there 
is “ no 
cause for alarm” > 
the temporary 
holdup of inspections—a step that 
prevents new batches of the vac­ 
cine from being shipped by manu­ 
facturers. Others emphasized that 
no vaccine has been rejected as 
unsafe. 
Nonetheless various

Some wanted 
to know if the halt in inspections 
meant that approval of the vac­ 
cination program had been cancel­ 
ed, although Scheeie emphasized 
from the start that it did not.

vote of 123-0 and now goes to the 
Senate. 
The food service licensing law

Byg, extension agricultural engi­ 
neer at Ohio State University. 
Byg says that on many farms 
the expression “ running water” 
more aptly describes some mem­ 
ber of the family who runs to the 
well, pumps a bucket of water, and 
then runs hack to the house. 
With electric power it is a simple 
matter to irrstall modern water 
systems, the University specialist 
points out. However, many farm 
families are not aware of the ad­ 
vantages of pressure water sys­ 
tems. Still others, actually prefer 
to spend their money for other 
things, such as a new' car or a 
fur coat, he adds.

Ralph McCall, b e e f cattle re- j 
search manager of The Q u a k e r ] 
Oats Co., says one lot of 16 steers 
got the hormones in a controlled 
test. A second lot of steers, the 
controls, was fed the same ration 
without hormones. 
Each test steer was given 
10 
milligrams of the hormone a day as 
prescribed by the Food and Drug 
Administration, McCall said. 
After the first month both lots 
were given all the feed they could 
eat. 


The test group gained an aver­ 
age of 2.83 pounds a day, com­ 
pared to 2.35 pounds a day gain­ 
ed by the controls. The feed cost 
for each hundredweigla gain for 
the test lot was $22.34. Cost for 
the controls was $24.25 
for each 


hundredweight. 
Test steers weighed an average 
of 1,172Vi pounds and the controls 


1 09334 pounds. 
The synthetic hormone used has 
been manufactured as a w h i t e 
powder for the last 20 veai>. The 
Food and Drug Administration has 
recently approved its use as 
appetizer for beef c a t t l e 
It is 
used in the poultry industry to fat­ 
ten cockerels. 
Purdue University. low a S t a t e 
College and others have been ex­ 
perimenting with the female sex 
hormone as a stimulant to enable 
animals to gain w'eight faster and 
mor economically. 


The female sex hormone is 


found in dehydrated green feeds. 
Traces of it are evident in young 
grass. The synthetic product is a 
compound of carbon, hydrogen j 
and oxygen. 


First use of the female sex hor­ 
mone was by pellet implanted un­ 
der the hide of the steer. But the 
slow assimilation of the drug by 
this method resulted in high carry-! 
over in some areas of the animal. I 
McCall said the female hormone j 
probably stimulates the pituitary 
gland and steps up the action of the I 
millions of rumen bacteria that live j 
in the first stomach of cattle. 
The hormone is not fed to cows !

spray. By using this spray you 
can insure “set” of the first flow­ 
ers on cucumber plants. 
With­ 
out being treated in this way, the 
first flowers usually fall off, thus 
delaying fruiting. 
The normone spray causes the 
cucumber plants to produce fruit 
almost dev oid of seeds. A normal 
and seedless cucumber are shown 
in the accompanying G a r d e n - 
Graph. 


This spray 
has the further 
ability to cause cucumber fruits 
to ripen week s earlier than usual. 
It increases the yield and the size 
of the fruits. And, in the case of 
self sterile plants, the spray pol­ 
linates them. 
Cucumbers without seeds are 
not only of better quality, but 
they will remain in sound condi­ 
tion much longer.
